MORE VOX-POPULAR SCIENCE. 

Chicago, Jan. 7.~It may be late to 
“butt in” to the discussion, but the 
writer has been much interested in a 
certain TrRinuNE man’s rather ingenious 
theory of the influence of the moon on 
terrestrial climate [not upparently rec- 
ognized by the Weather bureau], and of 
a letter printed under the caption: 
“ Vox-Popular Science,” in which Dr. 
Bierly presents what to him seems 4 
conclusive argument against the “ Max- 
wellian Theory.” 

I once had the extreme pleasure of 
personal contact with a scientist—a very 
learned gentleman—who held to the the- 
ory that the sun is a cold body; that its 
rays coming to the earth's atmosphere 
through interplanetary space of absolute 
zero temperature [480 degrees Fahren- 
heit] develops all its heat here through 
little understood chemical or electric ac- 
tion, just as In rubbing two sticks to- 
gether you can start fire, though neither 
was hot until frict"tn heated them. The 
doctor's reference fo the troubles of the 
aviator, or the mountain climber, from 
thé éxtreme cold of the upper air is a 
ease against his theory, and remember 
no man has been farther away from the 
earth than about six miles. 

As our moon surely cannot be colder 

than the surrounding space, and as the 
light we receive from it is only reflected 
sunlight, how do we know that it may 
net, in proportion to, its density, have a 
similar effect to direct sunlight? At the 
gameé time the question arises: Is the 
volume sufficient to have any apprecia- 
ble, measurable effect? 
I once tried to take an exposure by 
full, clear moonlight on a photographic 
plate, but with an opening sufficient to 
have given an overexposure by sunlight 
in a small fraction of a second. I failed 
to get more than the dimmest kind of an

C.) to add as an amend- 
ment his bill amending the cotton 
futures act. Senator Dial discussed 
the proposition at length and Senator 
Ransdell [Dem., La.) spoke in oppo 
sition. Half a dozen senators from 
cotton states listened while the Repub 
licans retired to the cloakrooms. 


When the senate finally adjourned 
it was agreed that the Dial amend- 
ment should be voted on tomorrow.
